Public criticism of public ser- 
vice is a first necessity of effic 
Fency, as long as the publie are in 
control; and is always to be wel- | 
it is honest 
criticism. But every good thing} 
may be abused, and the right of 
criticism is no exeeption. There 
are times and oceasions when the 
right to eriticize is used to cover 
slanderous insinuation. The re- 
cent letter of A. W. Coone to The 
Journal, in which he assumes to 
criticize the morals of the city, the 
honor of the police commission 
and the effcieney of the police 
force is a case in point. In offer- 
ing criticism on these matters, Mr, 
Coone is entirely within his rights 
as a citizen—provided the ecritic- 
ism is warranted. If the moral 
conditions of the city approach in 
even a remote degree to those 
which prevailed in 1914, or if the 
police commission are using their 
position to shield laxity, ineffici- 
eney or graft on the part of the 
police force of the city—as Mr. 
Coone freely insinuates—although 
the publication of such statements 
must be intensely damaging to 
the city, it is the duty of Mr. 
Coone, as of every other good 
citizen, to ‘‘ery aloud and spare 
not’’ as a means of bringing about 
better conditions, But if the in- 
sinuations are baseless then what 
would have been criticism be- | 
comes slander, and damage is done | 
to the city and its citizens for| 
which there is no remedy and can 
be no redress, Such insinuations | 
should not be lightly made. If) 
they cannot be supported by facts 
they should not be made at all. 
Having been made and given pub- 
licity, damage has been done that 
cannot be repaired. 

Mr. Coone’s chief insinuation is 
that the double murder of Sam 
Zappler and of Constable Beevers 
was caused by the failure of the 
city police to enforce the laws) 
against liquor selling and prosti- 
tution, and that the police com- 
missioners by holding a private 
instead of a publie enquiry into 
the circumstances surrounding the 
murders were protecting the ‘‘lax- 
ity, inefficiency and graft’’ of the! 
city police. Mr. Coone concludes 
the first part of his letter to The 
Journal by the suggestion that if 
conditions alweady revealed are 
ignored the public may reasonably 
look for other murders from simi- 
lar causes, 

As to the charge of a private | 
enquiry by the police commission, 
that has already been dealt with 
by the police commissioners, The | 
enquiry was held on resolution by 
the city council, The council was 
duly notified of the hour and | 
place, the newspapers were noti- 
fied and were represented, The | 
enquiry was public in every sense 
of the word, and the conclusion 
reached was that there had been 
neither laxity, inefficiency nor 
graft on the part of members of | 
the police foree. If Mr, Coone has 
evidence in support of his insinua- 
tions against the police foree, no 
doubt the commissioners will be 
glad to give him every opportun- 
ity to produce it—in public. In 
the meantime he stands convicted 
of having used the columns of a 
publie newspaper to spread the | 
unfounded charge that three men | 
of surely as high standing in the 
community as himself, were using 
their official position to prevent 
the exposure of wrong doing by | 
servants of the city. | 

The suggestion is made by Mr. | 
Coone that the murders of Zappler | 
and Beevers were due to whiskey. | 
A hardened ex-criminal, newly re- | 
leased from the pen at Prince Al | 
bert, drifts into Edmonton, Le 
makes acquaintance with a party 
of gamblers. He loses a large | 
amount of money. He knows how | 
much he lost and who he lost it vo. |

He believes he has been cheated.

Why 
does Mr. Coone try to make it 
appear that such a man, showing 
such decision, daring and resource 
was the innocent victim of boot- 
leggers and bawdy houses—that 
his crimes were the result of his 
surroundings, for which the police 
commissioners were responsible? 
The moral conditions of the city 


of Edmonton were not the cause | 


of his imprisonment in the Prince 
Albert penitentiary. Nor are 
they responsible for the crimes 
with which he now stands charged. 

No doubt Jiquor is sold illegally 
in Edmonton. No doubt there are 
bawdy houses. The records of the 


tent Mr. Coone’s insinuations have 
foundation. 
prove that the police foree, as 
supervised by the police com- 
mission, are diligent and success- 
ful in the enforcement of the law 
against them, and thereby utterly 
disproved his insinuation of ‘‘lax- 
ity, inefficiency and graft.’’ Does 
Mr. Coone ask that the commis- 
sioners and the police be con- 
demned because offences against 
the law are detected and punished 
through their efforts? Human in- 
genuity has not yet devised a 
scheme whereby breaking of the 
law can be prevented, To secure 
the just administration of the law 
against those who break it is the 
best that has vet been done to- 
wards the restraint of law-break- 
ing in any condition of society or 
under any form of governmental 
administration, Edmonton is for- 
tunate in the year. 1919 that it has 
no such condition as that which 
was the cause of the judicial in- 
vestigation of 1914. The slander- 
ous insinuation that there is any 
approach to such conditions 
1919 is seriously damaging to the 
city, but is without foundation in 
fact. If Mr. Coone has facts in 
support of his insinuations, let him 
produce them without delay.

Russianizing Canada. 


Bolshevist propaganda is being 


|earried on in Canada openly, and 


Bolshevik literature  cireulated 
from an office in Vancouver. This 
must be done with the knowledge 
and permissive consent of the 
Canadian Government. 

One of the pamphlets distribut- 
ed from this central ageney is en- 
titled ‘‘Bolshevist Declaration of 
Rights,’’ and presumes to set forth 
the ultimate ends and some of the 
actual accomplishments of the fae- 
tion in Russia. 

It is explained that ‘‘the work- 
ing classes of Russia, true to the 


legacy of the Internationale, over- | 


threw their Bourgeosie in October 
1917, and with the help of the 
poorest peasantry seized the pow- 
ers of government. In establishing 
a dictatorship of the proletariat 
and poorest peasantry the work- 
ing class resolved to wrest capital 
from the hands of the Bourgeosie, 
to unite all the means of produe- 
tion in the hands of the socialistic 
state and thus to inerease as rap- 
idly as possible the mass of pro- 
duetice forees.”’
